And foraſmuchas he being onely God, 
conld nor fecle death, neither being onely 
man could ouercome death ; he 1oyned 
both together, and ſuffered his humanitie 
fo be puniſhed with molt cruel deh, fee- 
ling in himfelfethe anger and feuere iudg- 
ment of God,enen as it he had bene in ex- 
treame torments of hell; and therefore 
cried with a Joudvoice, My God,,y God, 
why haft thou forſaken wie? [hus of his free 
mercie, without compulſion,he offered vp 
himſelfe as the onely ſacritice to purge 
the ſinnesof all the world ; fo that all o- 
ther ſacrifices fer fin areblaſphemeus,and 
derogate from the fufficiencie hereof: 
which death,albeit it did ſufficiently re- 
concile vs ro God, yet the Scriptures 
commonly do attributc our regeneration 
to hisreſurrefion, For asby riting againe 
from the graue thethird day , he conque- 
reddeath;euen ſo the vitorie of our faith 
Randeth in his reſurreRion:and therefore 
without the one, we cannotfeele the be- 
nefits of the other, For as by his death 
finne was taken away : ſo our righteouſ- 
neſſe was reftered by his reſurrection, 
And becauſe hee would accompliſh all 
things, and take poſſeſsion fer vs in his 
kinzdome, heaſcendedintoheauen , to 
enlarge the ſame kingdome by the abun. 
dant power of his Spirit,by whom weare 
moſt aſſured of his continuall interceſgion 
towards God the Fatherfor ys. 

And although he bean heayen, as tou» 
Ching his corporall preſence , where the 
Father hath uowſet him at his right hand 
committing vato himthe adminiſtration 
' of all things,as welin heaven abone,as 1n 
earth beneath: yet is he preſent with vs his 
members, euen to the end of the world, 
in preſeruing and gouerning vs with his 
effectuall power and grace, who (when all 
_ arefulfilled, which God hath $ 
ken by the mouth of his Prophets ſince 
the world began)wil come in the ſame vi- 
fible forme wherein he aſcended, with 
an vuſpeakablemaieſtie, power and com- 
panie, to ſeparare the Lambes from the 
Goatcs, theeletfrom the reprobare x ſo 
that none, whether he bealiuethen, or 
dead before,ſhall eſcape his iudgement, 

Moreouer,lI beleeveand confeſſe the hg- 
ly Ghuft, God equall with the Father and 
the Son,who regenerateth and ſanRifieth 
vs, and ruleth and guideth vs into all 
eruth , perſwadizg moſt aſſuredly3n our 
conſciences, that we bethe children of 
God, brethren to Teſus Chrift,and fellow 
heres with him of life euerlaſting:yernot- 
withſtanding ic is not ſufficient to beleeue

that God is omnipotene and mercifall,

yeſlels of wrath to damnation, and hath 
choſen others as veſſels of his mercy ro be 
ſaued, the whichin ditetime he calleth to 
integritie of life and godly connerſationg 
to make it a glorious Church to himſelfe, 

But that Church which isviſible & ſeene 
to the eye, hath threetokens and markes 
wherby it may be knowne,Firſt,the word 
of God centained in vhe old and nevy 
Teſtament, which as itis aboue the autho= 
ritie ofthe ſame Church, and onely ſuffi. 
cientto inftru& vs in all things concer= 
ning ſaluation, ſo is it left for all degrees 
of men to reade & ynderſtand, Fer with- 
out this word, neither Church, Councell, 
nor Decree, can ſtabliſhany point tou» 
ching ſaluation, 

The ſecond marke , is the holy Sacra» 
ments,to Wit, ef Baptiſme and the Lords 
Supper, which SacramentsChrift hath left 
ynts vs, as holy fignes andſcales of Gods 
promiſes, For asby Baptilme once recet- 
ued is fignified,that we (as well infants,as 
other of age and diſcretion ) being ftran» 
gers from God by originall fin, are recer- 
ued into his familie and cOgregation, with 
full aſſarance, that although this root 
ſinnelic hid in vs, yetts theelc& it ſhall 
not be imputed : ſo the Supper declareth, 
that God asamolt prouident Father doth 
not onely tced our bodies » bur alſs ſpiri- 
tually nouriſheth our ſoules with the gra« 
ces and benefits of Ieſus Chriſt , ( which 
the Scripture calleth eating of his fleſh 
and drinking ef his bloud : ) neither muſt 
we in the adminiſtration of the Sacra» 
ments, follow mans fantaſie, but as Chrif 
himſelfe hath ordained , ſo mult they be 
miniftred, and by ſuch as by ordinary vo- 
cation are thereunto called. Therefore 
whoſecuerreſerueth or worſhippeth theſe 
Sacraments, or contrariwiſe contemneth 
them in tume andplace, procurethto him « 
ſelfe damnation. 

The third mark of this Church,is Eccle« 
ſiaſticall diſcipline, which ſtanderh in ads 
monition and correction of faults: the fie 
nall end whereof is excommumication, by 


the conſent of the Charch determined, if '

Eeclefiaftical diſcipline, Tacknowledge to 
belong ro this Church, a politicke Magi= 


ftrate, who miniitreth to enery man 1n- - 


ftice, ng the good, and puniſhing 
the cuill: To whom we muſt render honor 
and obedience inall things,which are not 

ontrary to the word of God. And as 
of Hoſes » Ezeckias, Ioſias, and other godly 
rnlers purged the Church of God from fu- 

ſtition and idelatrie, ſo the defence 
of Chrifts Church appertaineth to the 
Chriſtian Magiſtrates,againſt al Idolaters 
and keretiks, as Papiſts, Anabaptifts,with 
fuck like lims of Anmtichriſt;cte roet out all 
doarine of diue!s and men, as the Maſe, 
\Purgatorie, Lynbus Parrum , Prayer to 
Saints, and for the dead,Freewill, Diftin- 
Aion of meates,apparell and dayes,vowes 
of fingle life, Preſence at doll ſeruice, 
wans merits, with fuchlike : which dravy 
vs from the ſocictie of Chriſts Church, 
wherein ftandeth onely remiſsion of fins, 
purchaſed by Carifts bloud to all thera 


that beleene, whether they be Tewevor 
Genttles;and leade ys to yaine confidence 
in creatures and truſt to onr owne imagi- 
nation:the puniſhment whereof, although 
God oftentimes deferretk in this life, yst 
after the generall reſurreRtion, when our 
ſoxleFind bodies ſhall riſe againe to im» 
mortalitie, they ſhall be damned to vn= 
quenchable fire: and then we which haue 
forſaken all mens wiſedome,to cleaue vn- 
to Chriſt , ſhall heare thar 1oyfull yoyce: 
Come ye bleſſed of my Father , inherie the 
kingdome prepared for you from the beerning 
of the world: and ſo ſhall go triumphing 
with him in body and ſoule to remaine 
everlaſtinsly in glory, where we ſhall ſce 
God face to face, and fhall no more need 
to inftruft one another, for we ſhall al 
know him from the higheft to the loweſt:
